the abandonment ot tins idea. Tlio tact 
which, for a lung time, placed cobra 
poisoning buyoiid tlio roncn ol a,rcmody 
was its very similarity to albumen, it 
being held that no spc-ciflo winch would 
neutralize or destroy it could be pre- 
vented tiorn neutralizing and de?trov- 
ing the albumen of the blood as well. 
The poison contains two distiuot albu- 
minoids—oue coagnlable akd the other 
persistently liquid in form. The lattei 
is the active and death producing prin- 
ciple and remains superior to a heat of 
180 degrees F. as well as to evapora- 
tion, the solid result retaining all tho 
deadly properties of the liquid.—Mo-

EVOLUTION OF NIAGARA. 


Tho EnlinmtcH ftji to the A«e of tliu World 


rumou- Cataract. 


Professor J W. Spencer says the first 


conjecture as to the age of Niagara falls 
was made by Andrew Ellicott m r.ijO 
Ellicott believed thn fnllp to bo 55,000 
yeais old. About 1M1 Lyle estimated 
the age of tho falls as 80,000 years All 
of these early estimates were purely oon- 
jecturu, but they were correct in assum- 
ing that tbe gorge bad been excavated 
by the liver. Professor Spencer, in out- 
lining tho progress of tho falls, says 
that a little stieam draining the Erie 
basin once fall about 200 feet above tlio 
brow of ths Niagara escarpment. This 
stream was not over one-fourth tho vol- 
nmo of tho recent calaraot ami conse- 
quently excavated tho gorge at a much 
slower into than at prfffcut. 


During tho early history ofxt!ae river 


the waters of the threo upper lakes 
emptied through tho Huron liasm by 
way of tho Ottawa rivoi. Tlio height of 
the tails lias increased several times. 
Tho firtt episode, repiesoiitod by a.small 
river falling 200 feet, lasted about 11,- 
000 years 
Then the height of tbo falls 


wa.s 
incro.ited to -100 feet and took tho 


drainago of the nppor great l.ikes. At the 
eamo time thorn was a series of cas- 
cades, tlioeiu all, tbo lowui gaining un 
tho Sippjr until finally they wen- all 
uuited in 0110 great cataract much high- 
er t'lan that oi today. 


Subsequently the waters ware raised 


at the head of Lako Ontario, and the 
falls approximated to tho present condi- 
tions aftur a lapse of 17,000 yeais from 
tho end of tbo fir-st episode. Tho age of 
tbe present lulls i-, put tit 1.000 years, 
and auotiioi- 1,000 years was probably 
occupied by transitional cliauges of a 
very gradual character. It ia now 8,000 
yearn since Lako Huron emptied into 
Lako Euo for tlio fii.st time 
Tlio laud 


has risen about tho outlet ol Lako Erio, 
and if the present rutoof change contin- 
ues in 5,l)00oi 0,000 years tho waters of 
tho four upper lakes will bo turned into 
the Mississippi river drainage at Chi- 
oaijO.—Pittsburg Dispatch.
